Property  Repairs. 

The  position  regarding  property  repairs  still  remains 
a serious  matter.  Costs  have  risen,  shortage  of  materials  still 
exist,  some  essential  materials  being  very  difficult  to  obtain, 
and  the  type  of  labour  for  repair  work  is  in  short  supply.  In 
spite  of  these  drawbacks  much  work  has  been  done  and  many 
houses  made  reasonably  fit. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply. 

All  houses  in  the  district,  with  the  exception  of  ten  on 
shallow  wells  and  four  on  boreholes,  are  on  the  public  supply, 
of  these,  sixteen  are  served  by  standpipes. 

Fourteen  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis,  six 
from  shallow  wells,  four  from  boreholes  and  four  from  the 
public  supply.  Thirteen  were  satisactory  and  one  from  a 
borehole  was  of  doubtful  purity.  All  the  well  waters  were 
very  hard. 

Twenty-three  samples  were  taken  for  bacterial  testing, 
sixteen  were  satisfactory,  three  doubtful  and  four  unsatis- 
factory. All  samples  from  the  public  supply  were  satisfactory. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

All  properties  within  reach  of  the  sewers  are  on  the 
water  carriage  system.  There  are  eight  privies  and  twenty- 
five  pail  closets,  all  well  out  of  range  of  the  sewers. 

Cleansing  of  Drains. 

The  arrangements  for  cleansing  drains  still  continue 
and  are  working  satisfactorily  and  such  nuisances  are  rapidly 
abated. 

Municipal  Dustbin  Scheme. 

During  the  year  1950,  there  were  successful  appeals  by 
three  property  owners  against  statutory  notices  requiring  the 
provision  of  dustbins  to  house  property.  In  addition  to  these 
appeals  property  owners  and  agents  had  indicated  that  the 
service  of  statutory  notices  would  be  followed  by  appeals  so 
the  Council  decided  that  the  position  should  be  considered 
with  the  idea  of  the  local  authority  providing  dustbins. 

After  studying  different  systems  it  was  decided  that  a 
rate  borne  scheme  would  be  the  most  equitable  and  efficient 
and  that  it  should  start  on  the  1st  April,  1951. 

Since  that  date  all  renewals  of  dustbins  at  domestic 
properties  have  been  made  through  the  new  scheme  and  up  to 
the  end  of  the  year  624  dustbins  have  been  supplied. 

Flooding. 

Although  there  has  been  heavy  and  continuous  rain  at 
times  c uring  the  year  there  has  been  no  risk  of  flooding.  The 
internal  water  has  been  drained  away  rapidly  through  the  new 
surface  water  drainage  system  and  the  level  of  the  river  has 
never  reached  a dangerous  height.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
the  anti-flood  measures  on  the  River  Don  have  proved  effective.

The  houses  were  treated  with  liquid  D.D.T.  and 
Gammexane  powder,  with  satisfactory  results.  The  house 
containing  woodworm  was  treated  by  a private  firm,  but  the 
infestation  was  so  extensive  in  the  staircase  that  new  strings 
had  to  be  fitted.  The  cricket  nuisance  on  the  tips  was  abated 
with  gammexane  powder. 

Liquid  D.D.T.  was  used  with  good  results  in  food 
preparing  places  and  slaughter  houses  against  the  fly  nuisance. 

Rodent  Control. 

This  work  has  been  carried  out  on  the  usual  lines  with 
very  good  results.  There  seems  to  have  been  fewer  rats 
than  during  last  year,  but  much  more  movement  of  smaller 
numbers  and  individuals.  Complaints  have  been  fewer,  and 
all  the  well  known  nesting  sites  have  received  constant 
attention.  The  sewers  have  not  been  bait  tested  this  year 
and  on  inspection  no  evidence  of  rats  was  found.

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

The  three  instruments  set  up  by  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  to  gauge  the  exent  of 
atmospheric  pollution  in  this  area  were  in  operation  throughout 
the  year.  According  to  the  results  there  is  an  increase  in  the 
amount  of  solids  and  sulphur.  It  may  be  said  that  the 
abnormal  rainfall  washed  more  solids  into  the  gauge  and 
caused  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  total  solids.  This  result 
was  confirmed  by  the  lead  peroxide  candle  and  the  smoke 
filter  machine.

Smoke  Observations. 

Twenty-nine  obervations  were  taken  of  the  Bentley 
Colliery  chimney.  Additional  secondary  air  inlets  have  been 
inserted  into  some  of  the  boilers  but  other  modifications  have 
to  be  carried  out  before  the  scheme  can  be  thoroughly  tested. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  very  little  improvement. 

Burning  Colliery  Tip. 

The  volume  of  smoke  and  fumes  from  the  tip  has  varied 
from  dense  palls  to  almost  clear  periods.  Selection  of  sites 
for  tipping  on  the  main  tip  and  the  extensive  use  of  fine  water 
sprays  have  been  tried  out  in  an  effort  to  abate  this  nuisance. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a great  improvement. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

There  are  eight  sites  containing  seventeen  vans  which 
are  licensed  and  kept  in  conformity  with  the  Council’s  require- 
ments, an  increase  of  one  site  and  one  van. 

One  person  appealed  against  the  refusal  of  the  local 
authority  to  grant  licences  for  the  use  of  land  as  a site  for  a 
moveable  dwelling  and  to  station  and  use  such  a dwelling. 
The  appeal  was  allowed  subject  to  periodical  review.  Another 
person  was  prosecuted  for  using  land  as  a site  for  a moveable 
dwelling,  he  was  fined  £1  and  ordered  to  clear  the  site  in  six 
weeks. 

A large  number  of  gipsy  type  van  dwellers  used  the 
side  roads  and  country  lanes  during  the  year.  They  are  a 
nuisance  to  the  inhabitants  and  leave  the  sites  in  a filthy 
conditions  with  evidence  of  nuisance  and  damage  all  round. 

Canteens  and  Kitchens. 

A survey  of  the  washing-up  arrangements  of  the  schools 
in  the  district  was  made  in  order  to  see  the  type  of  equipment 
and  cleansing  materials  in  use  and  the  methods  employed.  It 
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was  found  that,  with  few  exceptions,  the  equipment  was 
inadequate  for  efficient  cleansing  and  that  improvements  could 
be  effected.  The  Education  Authority  was  notified  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  the  position  was  being  reviewed  so  that 
greater  safety  and  efficiency  could  be  obtained  with  more 
modern  equipment  and  routine.

The  other  one  is  a fried  fish  shop  without  a hot 
water  system,  but  hot  water  is  used  at  certain  points  on  the 
round.

Housing  Acts  1936 — Overcrowding. 

Very  few  complaints  of  overcrowding  were  received  but 
this  does  not  indicate  that  overcrowding  does  not  exist.  Such 
cases  as  there  are  cannot  be  relieved  until  sufficient  houses 
have  been  provided,  meanwhile,  the  housing  application  list 
remains  at  a high  level. 

Housing  Acts  1925  - 1936 — Clearance  Areas. 

The  two  last  houses  of  the  1934  clearance  areas  have 
now  been  demolished  and  the  site  cleared.  This  clears  up  the 
pre-war  clearance  work.  No  further  work  has  been  done 
under  this  heading  since  the  war  commenced. 

Housing  Act  1936 — Section  11. 

An  undertaking  was  accepted  from  one  property  owner 
that  two  houses  would  not  be  used  for  human  habitation  after 
being  vacated  by  the  present  occupants.  These  houses  were 
unfit  and  could  not  be  made  fit.  One  house  has  now  been 
vacated. 
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
